SENATORS PREPARE
WAR TAX PROVISION
T0 AID COTTON MEN

Agree o Amendment for
Three-year Four Per Cent.

Bond Issue to Get Loans
for Growers.

WABHINGTON, Oct. 13 —8snators from

the colton States ware ready to submit
to the Senate today an amendment to
the war tax bill designed to ald the cot-
ton growars.
. Tha outline of this amandment wnn
agreed (0 At a conferdance at the homa of
Benator Hoke Smith, of Georgla. It pro-
viden for an Imnite of three-year 4 por cent
bonds, the money thus ralsed to ba used
to make loans to eotton farmers on cot-
ton warehouse receipts. The limit of the
Issua has not yet beenn determined. The
cotton Ia to be held as security for these
loans until 1016, A tax of 1 cent a pound
on tha cotton erop of 1918, to help retira
the bonds oulstanding at that time, I8
provided,

Southern Benators do not istend to Al
buster agalnst the war tax blll to have
thelr amendment adopted, but they will
make A number of speeches and demand
a vote on It

Benator Ollver, of Pennaylvania, haa
drawn up, at the request of Benator 8im-
mona, chikirman of the Finance Commit-
tee, an amendment to the proposed atamp
tax on ahipments of newapapara in bun-
dies. The amendment proposed by Sen-
ator Ollver will permit the newapapers
to make sworn statements each month
as to the number of packages of news-
papers shipped, and upon these atate-
menis to pay a tax of one cent a bundle.
